Dr. F. H. Wines, ex-secretary of the ni- 
nois State Board of Public Charities, and 
now ithe assistant director of the twelfth 
census, has been | in Chicago this week 
conferring with George F. Gilbert, the cen- 
sus supervisor for the County of Cook, re- 
garding arrangements for enumerating the 
population next June. Preparation for tak- 
ing the census is at least six months in ad- 
vance of where it was in July, 1889. 

In the opinion of Dr. Wines, who depart- 
ed for Washington last night, the popula- 
tion of Chicago at the present time is not 
far from 1,800,000, possibly a little more, 
perhaps a little less. He deprecates the 
tendency to estimate it at 2,000,000, on the 
ground that these overestimates lead to 
disappointment when the results of am ac- 
tual count are made public. Estimates are 
based largely on the school censuses and the 
figures given out by the publishers of city 
directories, both of which, he says, are mis- 
leading. A similar tendency is apparent 
to estimate the population of the United 
States in 1900, in round numbers, at 80, 000,- 
000; he does not think it will exceed 75,000,- 
000, which will be ma increase of 25 per cent 
since 1890. | 


Mests of Enumerators. 

Assuming that Chicago has 1,800,000 in- 
habitants, and allowing 1,500 to each enum- 
eration district, the number of enumera- 
tors to be appointed will be about 1,200. They 
will be selected by Mr. Gilbert, the super- 
visor chosen by Director Merriam, but not 
yet nominated by President McKinley. The 
census office, however, will possess and 
exercise the right to veto the appointment 
of any candidate for this position who may 
- incompetent to discharge its duties. In 

to determine the degree of qualification 
possessed by would-be enumerators, they 
will be subjected to the following test: 

Each of them will be given a descriptive 
list of fifty persons and a blank tabulation 
sheet or census schedule‘and will be re- 
quired to enter on the latter the facts shown 
in the printed description furnished him. 
If unable to perform this task to the satis- 
faction of the authorities at Washington 
his name will be erased from the catalogue 
of enumerators supplied by the supervisor 
and @ more capable man must take his. 
place, The law permits the appointment of 
women as enumerators; and it is probable 
that, notwithstanding the fact that the fed- 
eral administration is Republican, a fair 
share of Democrats will be appointed. 


‘Division of the City. 

In the matter of dividing the city into 
enumeration districts the boundaries of 
voting precincts will be followed, as far as 
may be practicable, but inequality in 
density of population of the various pre- 
cincts will necessitate a partial Geparture 
from this general rule. 

The enumeration will be made by city 
blocks—that is: rai number of inhabitants 
in each separate block must be'gatvertained, 
ed, this is done, the boundaries: 
nets and other larger civil sub- 
divizions of the city can be changed at any 
time hereafter, without rendering com- 
parisons between the present and future 
population of certain districts impossible, 
and the number of inhabitants in 1900 of 
any new minor civil division which may be 
created in the future will be known. An- 
other advartage of the system of enumera- 
tion by blocks is that it facilitates the 
scientific study of sanitary conditions and 
of the death rate; also of the distribution of 
the population by nationalities. 

The enumeration will begin on June 1, 
1900, and must be completed in two weeks, 
or in twelve working days. The aim of the 
census office will be to distribute the work 
to be done in such manner as to allow each 
enumerator to earn, on an average, about 
$4 a day, or, Bay, $50 for the whole time em- 
ployed. This will make the cost of the 
enumeration in Chicago about $60,000, which | 
does not include the expense of preliminary 
preparation and of while the 
work is in progres 


Tabulation of Returns. 

The tabulation of the returns will be done 
at Washington. Each inhabitant is rep- 
resented by a card, on which the facts as- 
certained concerning him or her and shown 
on the census schedules are entered, not 
in writing, but by a peculiar method of 
punching holes in the card; the position of 
each hole is significant of a particular an- 
swer to a particular question; for instance, 
the person’s sex, color, age, nativity, etc. 
The punching of these holes will occupy 
a thousand clerks for four or five months. 
The punched cards are fed to an ingenious 
electrical machine, so arranged that needles 
attached to delicate spiral springs are 
brought down upon the card. Where there 
is no hole these needles make no electrical 
connection; wherever there is a hole the 
needle passes through and the electrical 
contact thus’ formed moves an automatic 
counter. This machine is capable of count- 
ing combinations of facts, and it throws 
out cards which are imperfectly punched 
or self-contradictory. 

It is hoped the count of the population of 
the entire country will be completed by 
Jan. 1, 1001, in time to admit of the politi- 
cal reapportionments of the several States.

Dr. Wines hopes 
that it will be possible to arrange for a 
meeting of leading manufacturers in and 
around Chicago some time in the autumn of 
the present year, to be addressed by Mr. 
North, and is confident that a conference on 
the general subject would clear up some of 
the confusion of thought which now sur- 
rounds it and would be a public benefit. 


Examination of Applicants. 

Part of Dr. Winee’ business in Chicago was 
to arrange for an examination of candi- 
dates for appointment as clerks in the cen- 
sus office. No large force of clerks will be 
needed before next June,. but the examina- 
tion of applicants is now in progress in 
Washington, at the rate of about 100 a week. 
Half of those examined fail, either from 
want of ability to write a good hand and 
spell correctly, or because they do not know 
how to add, mukiply, and divide rapidly and 
accurately. One Congressman from an 
Eastern Statd recently sent thirteen of his 
constituents to be examined in a batch, of 
whom only one passed. Failure to pass this 
examination is an insuperable obstacle to 
appointment in the census office, whatever 
may be the applicant’s political indorse- 
ments or backing. Applicants from north- 
ern Illinois and Indiana, Wisconsin and 
Iowa, will be examined in Chicago this fall. 
They will have to come here for that pur- 
pose at their own expense and risk. None 
will be examined except those who are or- 
dered to report here by the director of the 
census and furnished with a permit. The 
examination will be conducted by a man cent 
here from Washington, and the papers will 
be marked at Washington purely on their 
merits by competent judges, who will not 
know the applicants’ names or the names of 
their indorsers. 


SMOKE OUT THE MOSQUITOES. 


Residents on the Cetin Edge of Chi- 
cago Build Bonfires to Drive Away 
the Little Insects. 


Chicago’s plague of mosquitoes is being 


fought along the western edges of thacity 


with fire and smoke. The swarms me 
about a week ago, after the copious rains. 
The pests have increased in number by 
millions since they first came, and their sup- 
pression has become a problem, especially 
in those parts of Chicago where screens 
of wire cotton are not plentiful. 

Along the western edge of the city last 
night myriad bonfires were burning. Clouds 
of smoke arose and then settled back to the 
ground, causing an exodus of the winged 
visitors and half suffocating the people. 
The fires were kindled tn the streets and in 
yards. In some instances they were dan- 
gerously near frame buildings, but the resi- 
dents were willing to undergo the risk of a 
serious fire and to breathe smoke as they 
slept so long as the smudge would drive 
away the poisonous little insects.

LIGHT ON DOUBLE CRIME. 


BELIEF THAT MRS. KRUEGER DID 

NOT KILL MOTHER AND SELF. 
le 

Coroner Knight, at the Demand of the 
Lake County Jury That So Declared, 
Will Have the Bodies Exhumed To- 
day—Expected He Will Find Two 
Fatal Wounds in the Supposed Sui- 
cide’s Head—If So the Case Will Be 
Reopened. 


IBY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Libertyville, July 26.—[Special.]—Cor- 
oner Knight tomorrow will have the budies 
of Mrs. Christian Voss and Mrs. George 
Krueger, her daughter, exhumed at Fair- 
field Cemetery to satisfy a suspicion that 
Mrs. Krueger did not commit murder and 
suicide. That was the verdict of the Cor- 
oner’s jury after a hasty sitting of two 
hours nearly two weeks ago, Many friends 
of the dead woman believe that some other 
person than Mrs. Krueger fired the fatal 
shots. This has come to the ears of the 
jurors who sat in the case, and they have 
demanded a reopening to learn whether 
their verdict was not reached too hastily to 
be in accord with the facts. 

The jurors originally not only agreed that 
Mrs. Krueger killed her mother and herself 
but that she also attempted to end her hus- 
band's life. A flesh wound in Mr. Krucger’s 
arm and his own story were the evidence on 
which this decision was based. 

If when the bodies are disinterred itt is 
found that Mrs. Krueger has two fatal 
wounds in the head Coroner Knight, it is 
expected, will feel that he has ample reason 
for ordering an immediate rehearing of the 
case. The whole matter then will take on 
a new aspect. There is said to be an abun- 
dance of new testimony too, beside the ex- 
pected two wounds, that may add to makea 
different verdict from the first. 


Story of the Crime. 

On the afternoon of July 16 George 
Krueger, a farmer living two miles north of 
Long Grove, ran out of his house and across 
the road into the front yard of his neighbor, 
Charles La Frantz, who was sitting in the 
door.

One of the 
bullets struck Krueger in the arm, a second 
lodged in Mrs. Krueger’s head, the third and 
fourth struck Mrs. Voss in the head. Where 
the fifth bullet Struck has not yet been dis- 
covered. Exafnination of the walls of the 
kitchen has/ failed to reveal any mark of 
the missing missile, and it is now believed 
that the/two wounds on Mrs. Kreuger’s 
head were made by separate bullets. 
Whether this is a fact will be learned to-- 
morrow when the bodies are taken from the 
graves. 

‘ Testimony of the Husband. 
The inquest took place at the home of

Fort de France, Island of Martinique, July 
26.—General Ulysses Heureaux, President of 
the Dominican Republic, was assassinated 
at Moca, Santo Domingo, at half-past 4 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The name of the murderer is Ramon 
Caceros. He succeeded in making his escape, 
but an energetic pursuit was at once begun, 
and it is probable that he will soon be cap- 
tured. 

Vice President General Wenceslao Fig- 
uereom immediately upon the announce- 
ment of the President’s death assumed the 


Causes No Unusual Disturbance. 
At present calmness prevails everywhere 
in the republic. The remains of President 
Heureaux will probably be taken to Santo 
Domingo for the funeral service. 


Not Yet Reported to Washington, 

Washington, D. C., July 26.—No informa- 
tion was received up to. half past 9 o'clock 
tonight from the Consular representatives 
of the United States in Santo Domingo re- 
garding the assassination there today of 
President Heureaux. 

Pending official advices of the assassina- 
tion, no formal action will be taken by this 
government. 

William F. Powell, the Minister to Hayti, 
is aleo Chargé d’ Affaires to Santo Domingo, 
while this government is directly repre- 
sented in the republic in the personof Camp- 
bell L. Maxwell, who is Consul General, and 
John A. Read, who is Vice Consul.

it is spelled in Ban Domingo, éince he was 
first chosen in 1886 as President of the half 
island republic, had been anything but’ 
serene. His first duty in office was to put 
down a rebellions His successive adminis- 
trations were marked by plots and con- 
spiracies against his government. Twice 
before his life had been attempted. At 
every turn he had been confronted by some 
faction or coterie of the people of his gov- 
ernment planning to thwart his policies and 
subvert his authority. Yet he had been 
thrice reélected, winning respect and sup- 
port by a rigorous policy and by his efforts, 
in the face of an egregious burden of debts. 
considering the size of his country—to 
that country prosperous. \ 


Elected in 1886. 


When the Republic of Santo Domingo, 
which consists of the eastern portion of the 
Island of San Domingo, wae but thirty-eight 
years old, Heureaux became President. 
The constitution of the republic was adopted 
in 1844, and his first election took place dur- 
ing the last three days of June, 1886. 

The rebellion that followed grew out of a 
contest over the election, the defeated can-. 
didate, General Casimiro N. de Moya, start- 
ing an insurrection the following month in 
La Vega and Monte Cristy. On July 24 the 
entire country was declared under martial 
law, and before the end of the next month, 
by a series of bloody battles, the rebels had 
been defeated, 1,100 of the then population 
of 850,000 of the republic having lost their 
lives in the struggle. 

The vigor with which this rebellion was 

put down enhanced the prestige of the mil- . 
itary President, who had led his own forces: 
against the insurgents, as he did in all later 

conflicts in which his governmem be-ame in- 

volved. As a@ consequence he was reél 

for a term of four years in 1888 with Httle op- 

position, he having been chosen first for only 

@ partial term. He was elected again in 

1802, and the fourth time in 18096. 


Friction with Hayti.

Arrested as a Conspirator. 

M. Marcenas,. defeated for the Presidency 
‘by Heufeaux in 1892, stirred up revolution 
along the borders. Heureaux arrested Mar- 
cenas, after first giving him permission to 
leave the country and reside in ‘Paris,’anid 
imprisoned him in the ancient Columbus 
tower,* where the-Dominicans declare the 
bones of Christopher Columbus still rest. 

Many, more conspirators were arrested be- 
fore the signal for a general outbreak had 
been given, and strong bodies of soldiers 
were.sent to stand guard in the affected dis- 
tricts. | 

During this disturbance an ignorant boat's 
crew of tHe republic at Azua fired on an 
American schooner, the Hatty Crosby, 
wounding a staman. Subsequently due 
apology was made and an indemnity prom- 
ised the sailor.~ 

But the insurrection apparently was not 
yet quelléd, for on Dec. 10, 1893, General 
Campos, Governor of the Azua district, was 
assassinated, and a few days later an at- 
temp’ was made~on the life of President 
Heureaux with dynamite bombs. 

Soon after this Genera! Marcenas and Car- 
los and Pablo Baez, nephews of ex-President 
Baez, considered the three leaders of the in- 
surrection, were taken with six men impl:- 
cated in the dynamite plot to Agua on a 
government yacht, and there they were shot 
on Dec. 21. 

This ended the insurrection, and again 
for a time the life of the President of the 
little republic was comparatively safe. 

But the respite was brief. The execution 
of the. Baez brothers caused disaffection in 
new quarters and led to another insurrec- 
tion that was put down only after two weeks’ 
fighting. Within the next two months Pres- 
ident Heureaux caused the arrest and [tm- 
prisonment of a dozen prominent pereons on 
suspicion while during the same period an 
equal number were tried by court-martial 
and executed. One of these was Francisco 
Pidtado; whose brother, the Spanish Consul, 
at the samé time was banished. 

Five months later, in July, 1894, another 
plot to assassinate the President was un- 
earthed by his secret agents, who were con- 
tinually posted in évery corner of the re- 
public. ‘The arrests of several ringleaders 
and the execution of General Bobadilla as 

. their chief caused a riot at the capital, which 
Was put down by force of arms. 


Quarrel with France. 


All this time Heureaux had a chip on his. 
shoulder for France. Wishing to pay state 
salaries that were in arrears, he sought to 
borrow 200,000 francs from the Banque 
Dominicaine, a French corporation. This 
was before his last election, and Marcenas, 
the head of the bank, was his rival for of- 
fice. After Heureaux had deposited bonds 
to cover the loan Marcenas demanded fur- 
ther security in the way of a lien against 
customs receipts, which he knew were al- 
ready pledged elsewhere. When Heureaux 
refused this and demanded the bonds back. 
Marcenas objected, whereupon Heureaux 
affixed the government seal to the bank's 
coffers. Then the French Consul intervened 
and placed his consular seal over the gov- 
ernment seal. 

Nothing daunted by the superior power of 
France, -Heureaux tore off with his own 
hands the French corsular seals. The Con- 
sul sent a cable message to his govern- 
ment and France sent two men-of-war to 
Santé Domingo. Heureaux offered to de- 
posit the 200,000 francs in any other bank, 
but the offer was refused and diplomatic 
negotiations were broken off. 

Subsequently the French government de- 
manded restitution and an apology, also in- 
demnity for injifies of various kinds to 
several ‘French inhabitants of the island. 
Santo Domingo proposed arbitration at the 
handé of Spain, but this was not agreed to” 
and in January, 1895, French warships went 
as far as Port au Prince, and from there 
their Admiral telegraphed Heureaux that 
unless a settlement were made at once he 
would proceed to seize the custom house 
at Santo Domingo. Heureaux made a char- 
acteristically defiant reply and began pre- 
paring for a bombardment, when the United 
States intervened. | 


Saved by Monroe Doctrine. 

The -Monroe doctrine in this case saved 
Santo Domingo. A settlement was reached, 
and on April 16 a French Minister, conducted 
by an Admiral, arrived dnd was received 
with hqnors at Santo Domingo. 

Meantime a: boundary dispute between 
Hayti and Santo Domingo had been referred 
to the Pope for settlement, while several 

rsons had been court-martialed and shot 
for further plotting against the peace and 
dignity of the reigning government of the 
island—that is the eastern portion of it— 
with Heureaux at its head. President 


. Heureaux had his hands full. 


The latest insurrection in Santo Domingo, 
which ‘caused bloodshed only in limited 
amount, was in the spring of 1806. At the 
head of it was no less a person than General 
Ramon Castillo, then Secretary of War for 
the republic. He asked for 1,000 rifles to 
suppress a rebellion of which he said he had 
learned in the Province of San Pedro Macori. 
They were given to him, and later President 
Heureaux was informed that the rifles were 
distributed among enemies of the govern- 
ment. He had not heard from Castillo, but 
at once sent word to Genera! José Estay, 
Governor of the province, to find Castillo and 
have him shot. Estay'’s son, sent to perform 
this task for his father, killed instead, Cas- 
tillo’s son, who was walking at the Sere- 
tary’s side. Castillo, when ordered later to 
report at the capital, replied frankly that he 
remembered too well the fate of a former 
Secretary of War and Governor of that same 
province, whom he had himself shot at 
Heureaux’s secret order. 

._ Meureaux, seeing his Minister was sus- 
picious,\sought to divert suspicion to Estay 
ang give the impression the latter was the 
‘pole author of the attempt to kill Castillo, 
by ordering the latter to arrest Estay. Cas- 
tililo fell into the trap, arrested Estay, took 
him to the capital, was himself taken pris- 
oner, sent back to the province and killed, 
while Estay was put to death a little later 
for failing te carry out the original order 
to make way with Castillo. 

By such measures did Heureaux maintain

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TOBACCO AS PRISON PROBLEM. 


Iowa Convicts Again at Work and the 


Obnoxious Order May 
Revoked. 


Anamosa, Ia., July 26.—[Special.]—The 
recent order of the State Board of Control 
cutting down the supply of tobacco issfied 
convicts in the State prisons from four 
ounces per week to two for each man, and 
substituting therefor butter, is receiving 
exactly the reception that was predicted for 
the measure. The convicts at Anamosa re- 
fuss to abide by the regulation, and only on 
promise of relief through the board have 
operations within the walls been resumed, 

The new law was to have gone into effect 
July 1. Each Friday the allowance of to- 
baceo is given out, and as June 30 fel on. 
Friday the rations for the week had been ad- 
ministered the day before the order should 
have been operative. No trouble was thus 
expected for a week. On the following Fri- 
day the supply of butter had not been re- 
ceived, and, as a matter, of course, the 
change was not inaugurated until last Fri-

The only attempt at secrecy was the clos- 
ing of the doors between the barroom and 
the dance hall, that the music should not be 
so plainly heard on the street. The police- 
man traveling the beat walked past the 
place twirling his club, but paid no attention 
to the sounds from within. 

At the “ White Front” saloon, 2118 State 
street, there was music and dancing at 12:35 
o'clock this morning. A score of men and 
women sat at’the tables in the back room 
and drank beer, while the man at the plano 


played popular airs. At the bar four women | 


stood drinking and talking with the bar- 
tender. There was no attempt to hide the 
fact that the midnight order of the Chief of 
Police regarding music was being violated.

London, July 27.—Here in London all in- 
terest centers on Chamberlain's speech set 
for Friday afternoon, when the colonial vote 
comes up, and the government has acted 
wisely in putting off the colonial vote until 
practically out of the wood. Three weeks 
ago there was strong feeling against Cham- 
berlain as a wanton instigator ofavar; now 
everything points to peace with honor, and, 
consequently, the debate is robbed of its 
acrimonious side. 

The publication of the bluebook on the 
Bloemfontein conference was most timely, 
although equally inexplicable. 


Dispatches at Variance. 

The Westminster Gazette had an excellent 
editorial lastinight on ‘‘ The Two Milners,” 
the writer of the famous cabled dispatches 
and the writer of the mailed correspondence.. 
The cabled dispatch was a violent attack 
on thé Boers, and talked of the British in 
Africa as in the position of helots. It con- 
sidered the franchise proposal as an ul- 
timatum. The mailed dispatch, on the other 
hand, practically admits the right of the 


“Boers to manage their own internal affairs, 


and regards the franchise proposal as de- 
sirable, but not necessary as an ultimatum. 
The proposal is figured as the best means 
of diplomatic redress, but even if that failed 
war is still distant. The two dispatches 
were written almost at the same time, and 
yet are wildly contradictory. The cabled 
dispatch caused a great outcry among the 
Liberals and much odium to Chamberlain, 
while the mailed dispatch, coming now, 
ghows Milner and the Colonial Office to be 
far less warlike than was generally under- 
stood. 
Leave Big Loophole. 

It shows, moreover, the tentative nature 
of Milner’s proposals as leaving England 
still a chance to accept a compromise with- 
out loss of honor. In the meantime the 


’ eabled dispatch had at least the merit that 


it gave an excuse for the military prepara-

_ guilt that England is now nearly fn a position 


to declare war if it is necessary.

Senator Perkins Returns from Alaska 
and Discusses the Boundary ~ 


Question. 


Seattle; Wash., July 26.—[Special.]—“* We 
have just as much right to say we are dis- 
satisfied with the 49th degree as the boun- 
dary, ask for a reopening of the question, 
and set up our contention as of old for the 
54-40, which, as a matter of fact. should 
have been the international line, as to con- 
sider anything else but the ten marine 
leagues from the sea as the boundary be- 
tween Alaska and the British Northwest. 
We have nothing to arbitrate in this con- 
nection. The treaty stripulations are clear 
and distinct. They say the boundary line 
shall follow the summit of the mountain 
range where it does not exceed ten marine 
Jeagues from the sea.” 

These strong words were uttered by United 
States Senator George C. Perkins of Cali- 
fornia today after his return from Alaska. 
More importance than usual attaches to 
the visit of Senator Perkins to Alaska, as 
it was made right after that of Senator 
Fairbanks and Congressman Payne of the 
joint high commission, and many other 
members of Congress. 

“ Ordinarily,”” the Senator continued, “I 
am in favor of arbitration, not only as ap- 
plied to individuals but particularly na- 
tions. But in the case of the Alaskan boun- 
dary we have nothing toarbitrate. It would 
certainly be just as reasonable for us to 
insist on taking up the boundary question 
between the United States proper and Can- 
ada again and declare our dissatisfaction

| EARTHQUAKE IN HAWAIIS 


VIOLENT SHOCKS FOLLOW THB 
ERUPTION OF MAUNA LOA. 


Steamer Arrives at Port Townsend 
with,News That the Flow of Lava 
Continues and That People Are De- 
serting the Country Adjacent to the 
Volcano—Strange Action of the Sea 
Precedes the Explosion — Little 
Damage to Honolulu. 


Port Townsend, Wash., July26.—[Special. ] 
~The Hawalian Islands have been violent- 
ly shaken by an earthquake, and Mauna 
Loa, on Hawali, continues 
Damage by the earthquake amounted prob- 
ably to $350,000. 

The news was brought the 
steamer Port Albert, which arrived today, 
nine days from Honolulu. Many excursion 
steamers are daily leaving Honolulu, load- 
ed with people who are anxious to see the 
voleanic display. 

There are two streams of lava, one on 
the Kau side, and if this continues to flow 
the government foad between Panalulu and 
the Volcano Hotel will be obliterated. The 
lava is following much the same course 458 
did the flow of 1881. The other stream is 
making toward Hilouli. 

What course the lava will take when it 
reaches the plateau between the two moun- 
tains cannot be determined. Slight elevation 
in the way of it may divide its course to Kau 
or Hilo, though old-timers on the island be- 
lieve it will follow the course of the flow 
of 1851. The flow ts from an elevation of 
between 12,000 and 14,000 feet. The eruption 
of 1852 lasted five months—those of 1857 and 
1859 and 1880 four months, and that of 1881 
about eight months. | 

Kilauea has also long been exhibiting 
signs of an outbreak, although authorities 
declare that there is connection between the 
two volcanoes. 

The sea had been acting strangely around 
Honolulu for several days before the erup-

And your orators charge that the said People’s 
Gaslight and Coke company is an illegal and un- 
lawful corporation, claiming to exercise rights, 
powers, privileges, licenses, and franchises with- 
out any authority or warrant of law; that each. 


F. D. Kilburn, Superintendent of Bank- 
ing, New York, spoke on “ State Supervision 
of Building and Loan Associations,” and 
tomorrow William Brace of Chicago will 
take the opposite side of the argument in his 
paper on “‘ State Interference with the Busi- 
ness of Building Associations.’’ 

Superintendent Kilburn did not ignore the 
fact that in loan associations there is a 
prejudice against State supervision, but be- 
lieved that the bill of the examiner, while not 
pleasant to pay, was a good investment. 
Referring to certain New York institutions 
he said: : 

‘When brought face to face with the re- 
sults of their extravagance and improvi- 
dence the officers of the corporations, who 
have been drawing large salaries for many 
years, have, in several instances, deserted 
their posts and left the associations com- 
mitted to their charge to the mercy of ad- 
venturers willing to pay a consideration for 
their resignation.” 

In closing he appealed to the association 
to support measures having for their ob- 
ject the better conduct and management of 
the associations.
